record sum of £3,400,000,000 
on armaments in 1938, 

This huge total, which -re- 
presents an increase of £600.- 
000,000 over 1937, docs not 
include expenditure on semi- 
military works, such as roads or

Germany's expenditure is 
also not included, the Reich 
Government refusing to dis- 
close the total amount spent on 
armaments last year. ; 

Of the total-expenditure, 75 
per cent, was by European 
nations other than Germany.

The cnuses of war were many, 
There was, of course, the futile 
sense of national — grentness—the 
prayer to God to make n preat coun- 
try grenler—but a God who listen. 
ed to such n prnyer would not be 
worthy of the worship he got. | 

Another grent couse of war was 
economic trouble. Many of the raw 
zunterlals demanded by dissatisfied 
nations were in mandated territory, 
and even when these were for sale 
the question of selling them in the 
currency of the nation holding the 
mundate added to the difficulties of 
the buyer. Arrangements should be 
made whereby raw materints could 
be accessible to these outside cotn- 
tries ond under just os favournble 
conditions ox the countries holding 
the mandate, 

Such a policy might entall even- 
tually sacrifices on the part of Grent 
Britain; for instance, in the lower- 
ing of the standard of Hving but, 
suggested Mr. Forrest, this ahould be 
quite benrabla, considering the large 
percentage: of superfluities whicn 
were common -to-day,

Amidst all this talk of war, 
it is almost heartening to turn 


‘4q a forecast of what will hap- 


pen if it docs eventunte. 


And we find, paradoxically 
enough, that the more deadly 
the war the Jess chance you 
have of being killed. 


The average death rate in the 
Great War was one per day of 
every 1,000 soldiers engaged. 
If you turn back the pages of 
hislory, an interesting thing is 
discovered. It is this: the more 
primitive the method of warfare 
the greater the casualty list. 
in the American Civil War the 
mortality wag one in 87. 


In 216 B.C. seventy thousand 
Romany out of an army of 76,- 
000 lay dead on the field after 
the battle of Cannue;  one- 
seventh of all Romans of. fight- 
ing age had been slain in a 
single day. The old warfare 
where men clashed in hand-to- 
hand combat resulted ‘jin the 
death of one or the other; the 
defeated escaped only by the 
speed of their legs and the 
strength of their lungs. 


As guns have improved, they 
have, like warfare, become less 
deadly, This sceming paradox 
ig due to the fact that soldiers 
hide from weapons they cannot 
face without dying. The hero 
who cautioned his men not to 
fire until “you can sce the 
whites of their eyes” killed 
more men with ten bullets than 
the Japanese have killed with 
20,000. 

During the Great. War, 20,000 
rifle. and machine-gun bullets 
were fired for each soldier killed. 
In the Franco-German War of 
1870, eighty rounds of artillery 
were required to kill a soldier. 
In the Russo-Japanese War of 
1904 the number of shells fired 
for each death from artillery 
has increased to 150. In the 
Great War, the estimate is tant 
this number had increased to 
860. 


The civil population has fared 
even better than the soldiers. 
“When the Mongols marched 
away from the remnants of the 
capital,” exclaims the historian, 
“there was not a groan or & cry 
to be heard from the people, for 
all who were in that city were 
lying dead. The Mongol, 
Jenghiz Khan, the grentcst 
conqueror that ever lived, 700 
yeurs ago slaughtered 18,500,- 
000 Chinese in 12 yeurs of 
sporadic war. In the Sino- 
Japancse War, the total Chinese 
civilian casualtics from bombs, 
shells’ and other violent forms 
of deaths are probably 1,600,- 
000, excluding thoso who have

Ballet Dancer Became 
Circus Star 


GENA LIPKOWSKA, once a 

Polish ballet dancer who 
toured Europe with Serge Dia- 
ghileff, made her debut in Eng- 
land as _a cireug star at Bertram 
Mills’ Circus, which opened at 
the Olympia, W., recently. 

When Dinghilem died nine years 
ago and the ballet company was dis- 
banded she hung up her dancinyt 
shoes and took up horse training, 

Then she married  falr-hnired 
Czelaw Mroczkowski, who also has 
on equestrian act in the circus, in 
Warsaw and came with him to Eng- 
Jand. 

“I love circus work,’ she = sald, 
“but it was a struggle to give up 
dancing. When the ballet company 
broke up, I thought of golng on with 
my dancing. 

“But I met my. husband who was 
with a small circus In Warsaw and 
gradually I grew fond of horses. 
Now I combine both.” 

The circus was the first nt Olympia 
without Mr. Bertram Mills behind It. 


He died in April and his sons Cyril, 


and Bernard Mills have carried on. 
First in the ring during the re- 
hearsal was Czelaw Mroczkowski 
with hfs 16 horses, who jn June had 
never done any circus work, 
“One was found pulling a milk 


cart in n village near Warsaw," Mr. 
Bernard Mills said. ‘Another, a 
five-year-old bay, raced as a year- 
Ung, and a third, which I found on 
a farm near Ipswich, never had a 
halter on before August.” 

Next came Joe Barry, 26-ycar-old 
“high-school” rider, who has been 
with the circus for nine years. Mr. 
Bertram Mills sent him to Paris to 
traIn. 

“High-school riding,” explained 
Ringmaster Frank Foster, “Is not, 
fancy stuff. It was once of great 
military importance.

WHEAT CONFERENCE 


International Congress Is 
Suggested by Britain 


London, Jan, 11, 

At this morning's meeting: of the 
International Wheat Committee, Bri- 
taln accepted in principle the Com- 
mittee’s request to nominate a Pre- 
sident. 

The Chairman introduced the prin- 
cipal resolution which suggests the 
holding of an international wheat 
conference by the Governments in- 
terested, The resolution will be 
discussed later. 

The morning session was largely 
occupied with the suggestion of the 
north-western grain dealers in Win- 
nipegz that the Committee consider 
the establishment of an international 
wheat research institute to investi fate 
Industrial uses for wheat. The gener- 
al feeling is understood to be that 
the proposal did not fall within the 
purview of the Committee, ‘ 

The French delegate referred to 
the work already done In France in 
the distIMution of wheat into alcohol, 
while the Polish delegate mentioned 
that 150 co-operative distilleries in 
Poland were. producing fuel from 
grain. He declared that very good 
motor avintion fuel was obtainable

Debunking War 


Wark HYSTERIA is even grip- 
ping the people “who know.” 
Americw’s envoys to London. 
and Paris make no attempt to 
hide their fears that Europe 
will be involved in war this 
spring. ‘

Amidst all this talk of war, 
it ‘is.almost heartening to turn 
to a forecast of what will hap- 
pen if it does eventuate. 


And we find paradoxically 
enough, that the more deadly 
the war the less chance you 
have of being killed. 


The average death rate in the 
Great War was one per day of 
every 1,000 soldiers engaged. 
If you turn back the pages of 
history, an interesting thing is 
discovered. It is this: the more 
primitive the method of warfare 
the greater the casualty list. 
In the American Civil War the 
mortality was one in 87. 


In 216 B.C. seventy thousand 
Romany out of an army of 76,- 
000 lay dead on the field after 
the battle of Cannae; onc- 
seventh of all Romans of fight- 
ing age had been slain in o 
single day. The old warfare 
where men clashed in hand-to- 
hand combat resulted in the 
death of one or the other; the 
deferted escaped only by the 
speed of their legs and the 
strength of their lungs. 


As guns have improved, they 
have, like warfare, become less 
deadly. This seeming paradox 
is due to the fact that soldiers 
hide from weapons they cannot 
face without dying. The hero 
who cautioned his men not to 
fire until “you can see the 
whites of their eyes” killed 
more men with ten bullets than 
the Japanese have killed with 
20,000. 

During the Great War, 20,000 
rifle and machine-gun bullets 
wero fired for each soldier killed. 
In‘ the Franco-German War of 
1870, cighty rounds of artillery 
were required to kill a soldier. 
In the Russo-Japanese War of 
1904 the number of shells fired 
for each death from artillery 
has increased to 150. In the 
Great War, the estimate is that 
this number had increased to 
860. 


The civil population has fared . 


even better than the soldicrs. 
“When the Mongols marched 
away from the remnants of the 
capital,” exélaims the historian, 
“there was not a groan or a cry 
to be heard from the people, for 
all who were in that city were 
lying dead. The Mongol, 
Jenghiz Khan, the greatest 
conqueror that ever lived, 700 


years ago slaughtered 18,500,-- 


000 Chineso in 12% years of 
sporadic war. In the Sino- 
Japanese War, the total Chinese 
civilian casualties from bombs,

WHEAT CONFERENCE 


International Congress Is 
Suggested by Britain 


London, Jan. 11. 

At this morning’s meeting of the 
International Wheat Committee, Bri- 
tain accepted in principle the Com- 
mittee’s request to nominate a: Pre- 
sident. . :

CHUNGKING, Jan. 12. 

MASS AIR RAIDS were 
again staged by Japanese 
planes over important cities 
in Kwangsi, Kiangsi and 
Hunan yesterday, resulting 
in heavy losses of civilian 
lives and property. 

Kweilin, capital of Kwangsi, 
was raided by 12 machines, 
which, flying in two squadrons, 
dimultancously broke into ‘the 
city from the east and south and 
dropped over 100 missiles. 

As most of the civilians had 
taken refuge in time, only eight 
were killed and above 60 wound. 
ed during the raid. 

About 20 bombs fell at Fuposhan 
hi, wreckJag o ternple and scores of 
civillan houses. Many — refugees 
taking sielter in a cave escaped un« 
senthed, when a heavy bomb ex- 


Ploded nearby shooting up mud and 
stones, 


INCENDIARY BOMBS 


Several incendtary bombs were 
dropped outside the south gate, start- 
ing fires which gutted a row of 14 
houses, 

The Hunan-Kwangsl Railway 
station was also made the target of 
atlack.”

130 BOMBS DROPPED 


More than 130 bombs, Including in- 
cendlarics, were dumped in the hart 
of the city, inflicting over 100 civilian 
casualties and devastating a prosper- 
ous section of the town. 

Several fires’ were started and 
raged for a considerable time before 
fe were Bewly brought under con- 
rol, 

Seven bonts anchoring In the river 
there were also blown to pleces. 

Earlicr in tho day, Llentang, near 
Nanchang, was bombed by three 
Japanese afreraft, which unloaded 
seven misalles, Between 40 ond 60 
non-combatants wero either killed or 
malmed and over 10 shops and 
residences demolished.

September crisis, Mr. Chamberlain 
reiterated that all were deeply 
indebted to Signor Mussolint for his 
help and co-operation which con~ 
tributed so decisively to the pencciul 
result of the Munich conference, 


In Pursuit Of Policy 


Mr. Chamberlain said he had come 
to Rome in pursuit of the policy for 
which he stood, n policy of fricndship 
with all and enmity with none, direct- 
ed to a just and peaceful solution of 
International difficulties by the 
method of negotiation, ~ 

He was happy to think that thelr 
two fovernments were able to give 
conercte expression of 4his policy in 
the Anglo-Italian agreement. 

After announcing “as one of the 
first fruits of the agreement,” that the 
two governments hud begun to ex- 
change military information, the Pre- 
micr added: “Convineed as we arc 
that our interests in the Mediterrane~- 
an, while vitally important to us both, 
yet in no way conflict one with an- 
uther, we believe that the agreement 
hns opened a new chapter of friend- 
ship and confidence between us, 
which should be fruitful for the 
future stability of Europe.” 

He hoped that the two nations 
would co-operate [in the task of 
securing the lasting, peace of Europe, 
und he concluded by toasting the 
King of Italy and Emperor of 
Ethiopla, and prosperity: to the 


Itallan people. 


1 Duco's Tribute 


Stenor Mussolini, in proposing the 
health of the British Piatesmen, 
cordially, welcomed their “most 
welcome guests who are representing 
a great and friendly nation”, 

Volelng the sympathy with which 
the Italian people had followed the 
tfforts of Mr. Chamberlain and the 
British Government, I] Duce con- 
tinued: “Your spirit of comprehen-

The need for them is not 
related to any belief that war is 
imminent. 

It urises from the fact that the 

risk of attack from the alr, however 
remote it may be, is a risk that can- 
not be {gnored, and because prepara- 
Uons to minimise the consequences of 
attack from the air cannot be 
Improvised on the spur of the moment 
but must be made if they are to be 
-Mfective in time of peace, 
_ One of the most important measures 
is the formation of a body of Air Raid 
Wardens whose duty would be ta 
advise thelr neighbours and see that 
they are given the necessary Informa- 
tion as to the methods which can be 
adopted tu protect themselves from 
the effect of splinters from high ex- 
Plosive bombs, Incendlary bombs and 
the methods of making thelr rooms 
fas proof, In uddition in time of 
war their duties would consist of 
reporting the damage which may 
have been caused by the fall of 
bombs etc. 

For this purpose the Colony has 
been divided up into the undermen- 
tioned districts and the following.

£3,4.00,000,000 
On Arms 


GENEVA, Jan, 11. 
HE ARMAMENTS YEAR 
BOOK issued by the 
League of Nations to-day dis- 
closed that the world spent the 
record sum of £3,400,000,000 
on armaments in 1938, 

This huge total, which re- 
presents an increase of £600,- 
000,000 over 1937, does not 
include expenditure on semi- 
military works, such as roads or 
acrodromes. : 

Germany's expenditure is 
also not included, the Reich 
Government refusing to dis- 
close the total amount spent on 
armaments last year, ; 

Of the total expenditure, 75 
per cent. was by European 
nations other than Germany.

FIRST IMPRESSIONS 


VERYONE receives first impres- 

sions, that is inevitable; but such 
impressions carry far more welght 
with some people than with others, 
To some people, the first impression 
is slmply the first meeting with o 
person or sight of n- place, and no 
more. It differs in no way from 
later meetings, one meres into 
another, until all form a fenernh 
picture, 


It may be vague, because it ip com- 
pounded of so many impressions; or 
t so many impressions, casting, 50 
many Afferent lights on the person 
or pince, It is o composite impres- 
slon with its drawbacks and ad- 
vantages. 


With other pcople the first fm- 
pression stands out none, magnified 
out of all proportion, dwarfing all 
Inter views; clear-cut ond vivid; 
ossibly’ inaccurate but incffacenble, 
Such impressions muy influence all 
Inter mectings or views of a place. 


We may aryue that reason prefers 
the multiple {mpression; but reason 
has nothing to do with it. The first 
impression in as rapld as 1 snapshot 
ond aa vivid. Possibly, like. some 
badly-taken snapshots, it may be out 
of perspective. To be sure we are 
fold that “the camera docs not lic,” 
and some people say the samo of frst 

 {mpressions, arguing that they are 
‘honest and unblased. The camera 
may not Iie, but what about those 
exaggerated fect which sometimes 
pecupy the whole foreground? That 
ts what happens to first impressions. 
They oro almost too vivid to be real. 
They ‘lack “atmosphere,” and may be 
distorted without being sufficiently 
grotesque to be noticenbly so. 


Killing Friendships 


So far as people are concerned of- 
ten the first Impression dominates 
the rest. A nervous giggle—never 
‘heard again--may kil what might 
have been a friendship, an awkward 
manner may create a totally wrong 
impression.
